Snow shuts 
down federal 
government

WASHINGTON (AP) — If 
snow keeps 230,000 federal 
government employees home 
for the better part of a week, 
will anyone notice? 

With at least another foot of 
snow headed for Washington, 
Philadelphia and New York, 
we’re about to find out. The 
federal government in the 
nation’s capital has largely 
been shut down since Friday 
afternoon, when a storm began 
dumping up to 3 feet of snow 
in some parts of the region. 
Offices could remain closed 
at least through Wednesday. 
The storm could leave as 
much as 20 inches of new 
snow in Washington and 18 
inches near Philadelphia — a 
Northeast travel hub — by 
Wednesday night.

Toyota seeks damage control, 
in public and private

WASHINGTON (AP) — In public, Toyota is running apologetic 
TV ads and vowing to win back customers’ trust. Behind the 
scenes, the besieged carmaker is trying to learn all it can about 
congressional investigations, maybe even steer them if it can. 
It’s part of an all-out drive by the world’s biggest auto 
manufacturer to redeem its once unassailable brand — hit 
anew on Tuesday as Toyota’s global recall ballooned to 8.5 
million cars and trucks. The day’s safety recall of 440,000 
of its flagship Prius and other hybrids, plus a Tokyo news 
conference where the company’s president read a statement in 
English pledging to “regain the confidence of our customers,” 
underscored a determination to keep buyers’ faith from sinking 
to unrecoverable depths.

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First lady begins fight against childhood obesity

WASHINGTON (AP) — Michelle 
Obama on Tuesday unveiled “Let’s 
Move” — her public awareness 
campaign against childhood obesity in 
the U.S. , a problem she says concerns 
her both as first lady and as a mother. 
One in three American children is 
overweight or obese, putting them at

higher risk of developing diabetes, 
high blood pressure, high cholesterol 
and other illnesses. Billions of dollars 
are spent every year treating obesity- 
related conditions. And public health 
experts say today’s kids are on track 
to have shorter lifespans than their 
parents. “None of us wants this future 
for our kids,” Mrs. Obama said at the 
White House. “We have to act, so let’s 


move.” Her campaign has four parts: 
helping parents make better food 
choices, serving healthier food in school 
vending machines and lunch lines, 
making healthy food more available and 
affordable, and encouraging children 
to exercise more. The ambitious 
campaign, which Mrs. Obama hopes 
will be seen as her legacy, is aimed at 
solving the childhood obesity problem 
in a generation, so that children born 
today can reach adulthood at a healthy 
weight. “This isn’t like a disease where 
we’re still waiting for the cure to be 
discovered. We know the cure for this,” 
Mrs. Obama said at the unveiling. 
Major elements of Mrs. Obama’s 
campaign include: 

—The Food and Drug Administration 
working with food manufacturers and 
retailers to make food labels more 
“customer-friendly.” The nonalcoholic 
beverage industry said Tuesday it will 
start putting calorie information on the 
front of its products. 

—The American Academy of 
Pediatrics is encouraging doctors to 
monitor children’s body mass index or 
BMI, which is a calculation of height 
and weight used to measure body fat. 
—Serving healthier food in schools. 


Congress is due to rewrite the Child 
Nutrition Act this year, and the 
administration is asking lawmakers to 
spend $10 billion over the next decade 
to give schools more money to make 
needed changes. More than 31 million 
children get meals through the federal 
school lunch program, and many kids 
eat up to half their daily calorie total 
at school. 

—Offering $400 million in tax breaks 
to encourage grocery stores to move 
into “food deserts,” areas with limited 
supplies of nutritious food, and 
spending $5 million more to establish 
and promote farmers’ markets. Both 
steps would require congressional 
action. 

—Encouraging children to exercise 
more; an hour a day is recommended. 
—Setting up a Web site, www. 
letsmove.gov, with shopping tips, a 
recipe finder and other resources. 
Judith Palfrey, president of the 
American Academy of Pediatrics, said 
the problem needs a national solution. 
“So having the president and first lady 
take the lead on this, particularly the 
first lady, the first mom, is giving us 
the reinforcement that we’ve needed,” 
Palfrey told The Associated Press.Q

Powerful winds and snow 
were expected to hit the East 
Coast by the afternoon. 

So far, the effects have been 
negligible. Many essential 
government services are 
performed at offices around the 
country, and about 85 percent 
of federal employees work 
outside the Washington region 
anyway. Others were working 
from home despite the snow. 
An IRS spokeswoman said tax 
returns should not be affected. 
“Anything that is critical is 
going to get done,” said Linda 
Springer, a former director 
of the Office of Personnel 
Management, which oversees 
the federal work force of 
nearly 2 million workers. 
David Fiore, who works for 
the federal government’s 
Export-Import Bank of the 
U.S., stocked up on groceries 
Tuesday in Washington and 
said he planned to do some 
work from home, including a 
2 p.m. conference call. 
“They’re open in Turkey. 
I’m getting e-mails from 
Morocco,” he said. “The work 
goes on.” 

Philadelphia and Washington 
needed just 9 more inches of 
snow each to log the snowiest 
winters since at least 1884, the 


first year records were kept. 
Even before the storm arrived 
in the nation’s capital, the 
House announced it was 
scrapping the rest of its 
workweek. Several hearings 
and meetings were postponed, 
including one planned for 
Wednesday on Toyota’s 
massive recalls. 

Agencies from the Federal 
Communications Commission 
to the Federal Trade 
Commission canceled hearings 
and planned announcements 
because of the looming snow. 
Shuttering the agencies for a 
day costs the government an 
estimated $100 million in lost 
productivity and related costs. 
The White House decided 
to move up by a day a Black 
History Month concert 
featuring Bob Dylan, Smokey 
Robinson and Natalie Cole. It 
had been slated for Wednesday, 
but was instead moved to 
Tuesday night. 

President Barack Obama 
held a bipartisan meeting 
with congressional leaders 
ahead of the storm Tuesday 
and joked that it went so 
well that Democratic Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid 
and Republican Sen. Mitch 
McConnell had gone out to 
play in the snow. 

“In fact, I understand that 


McConnell and Reid are 
out doing snow angels on 
the South Lawn together,” 
Obama joked as he made an 
unannounced stop in the White 
House briefing room. 

The snow started in the 
Midwest before moving into 
the Mid-Atlantic region, where 
utility workers struggled to 
restore power already knocked 
out by a weekend blizzard. 
Schools were closed and 
commuters found slick, slushy 
roads from Minneapolis 
and Chicago to Louisville, 
Kentucky. Hundreds of flights 
were canceled in Chicago 
as the storm moved across 
Illinois, where up to 10 inches 
were forecast. 

Powerful winds and snow were 
expected to hit Mid-Atlantic 
states by the afternoon. 

New York City announced 
schools would have a rare 
snow day Wednesday, only the 
third in six years. Southwest 
Airlines and US Airways 
planned to halt flights out of 
Philadelphia at 8 p.m. eastern 
Tuesday, and Washington’s 
airports expected flights to 
stop around 5 p.m. eastern. 
Continental Airlines canceled 
all 400 of its Wednesday flights 
at Newark Liberty Airport, as 
well as several hundred more 
regional flights on affiliate

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Despite all the nice talk, partisanship still reigns

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Partisanship is reaching new 
heights in Washington, even 
as President Barack Obama 
makes almost daily pleas to 
get along. 

He’s scheduled a bipartisan 
health care summit, and just 
Tuesday he hosted GOP 
leaders at the White House for 
the first time in two months. 
But he often undercuts his 
overtures with his own jabs at 
Republicans. And there’s little 
indication the GOP is taking 
his comments as anything but 
political. 

Both sides’ stances might be 
summed up this way: We’re 
ready to cooperate right now. 
All you need to do is go along 
with what we want. 

On Capitol Hill, the minority 
Republicans routinely require 
a super-majority (60 votes 
out of 100) to move Senate 
bills. And only one GOP 
lawmaker, a House member, 
voted for the landmark health 
care bills approved separately 
by the House and Senate in 
December. The Democrats, 
meanwhile, wrote the House 


and Senate health care bills 
with virtually no input from 
Republicans. How has this 
come about? The contributing 
factors have been accelerating 
and converging for years: 
Gerrymandered House 

districts. Politicalrealignments 
that drive Democrats from the 


South and Republicans from 
the Northeast. 

And perhaps most of all: 
greater mobilization by both 
parties’ ideological wings, 
who punish those who dare 
cooperate with the other side. 
House and Senate members 
once saw the opposition party 
as the adversary, but now they 
consider it the outright enemy, 
said Norman J. Omstein, a 
congressional scholar at the 
American Enterprise Institute. 
Americans “are dividing 
into tribes more than we did 
before,” he said. Voters have 
driven virtually all liberals 
out of the Republican Party 
and all conservatives from the 
Democratic Party, eliminating 


a political dynamic that helped 
enact major legislation such 
as civil rights and Medicare in 
earlier decades. 

Obama made a multi-pronged 
appeal for bipartisanship 
Tuesday. He hostedRepublican 
congressional leaders at a 
meeting on jobs, then held an 
unannounced news conference 
to ask for greater Democratic- 
GOP accord on at least a half 
dozen issues. 

But any doubts that bare- 
knuckled partisanship still 
grips Washington were 
diminished when Republican 
leaders stepped outside the 
White House and denounced 
Obama’s health care plan, 
even suggesting they might not 


attend his Feb. 25 summit. 
Tuesday was a perfect example 
of high-minded appeals 
for cross-party cooperation 
being quickly undermined by 
barbs. Obama and Republican 
leaders couldn’t even agree on 
a definition of bipartisanship. 
“Bipartisan cannot mean 
simply that Democrats give 
up everything that they 
believe in, find the handful of 
things that Republicans have 
been advocating for, and we 
do those things, and then we 
have bipartisanship,” Obama 
told reporters. “There’s got to 
be some give and take.” 

Two hours earlier, House 
Minority Leader John 
Boehner had stood outside 
the White House and openly 
questioned whether Obama’s 
bipartisan health care summit 
will have any value. He and 
Senate Minority Leader Mitch 
McConnell said Obama first 
must scrap the Democrats’ 
bills; Obama says no. 

That followed Monday’s 
letter from Boehner and 
House Republican Whip Eric 
Cantor in which they told the 
president: “’Bipartisanship’ is 
not writing proposals of your 
own behind closed doors, then 
unveiling them and demanding 
Republican support.” 

Other examples, just on 
Tuesday, of how difficult 
bipartisanship will be: 

— Obama said he would work 
with Republicans on energy in 
areas such as nuclear power, 
clean coal technology and oil 
drilling. But when he noted 
that McConnell supports 
the ideas, he added a dig: 
“Well, of course he likes that. 
That’s part of the Republican 
agenda.” 

—Obama offered his strongest 
rebuke yet of Republicans 
for holding up his federal 
appointments, saying the 
Senate had turned “advice 
and consent” into “delay and 
obstruct.” 

He threatened to start 
installing appointees when 
Congress is in recess. 

— Obama insisted that he 
wanted substantive talks, 
not theater, at the health care 
summit. The Republican 
National Committee promptly 
accused him of using the 
meeting as “political theater 
to attack Republicans.’Q

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Evacuations under way 
for LA-area foothills

LA CANADA FLINTRIDGE, 
Calif. Homeowners in mud- 
ravaged foothill towns north of 
Los Angeles packed their cars 
and left Tuesday as evacuation 
orders took hold and a new 
winter storm arrived. 

Officials issued evacuation 
orders for 541 homes on 
the hillsides of La Canada 
Flintridge, La Crescenta, 
Acton and two canyons. Los 
Angeles County sheriff’s 
deputies went door to door, 
urging people to leave; those 
who refused signed waivers 
acknowledging they were 
aware of the risk. 

Sheriff’s deputies also asked 
residents to move their 
vehicles and trash cans away 
from the streets, where heavy 
rain on Saturday caused water 
and rocks to roar through, 
smashing cars and concrete 
barriers together. 

Officials also issued 
evacuation orders late Tuesday 
for parts of the foothill city of 
Sierra Madre. 

As heavy rain began to fall, 
the National Weather Service 
upgraded its previous flash 
flood watch to a flash flood 
warning. 

The warning continued until 
5 p.m. for steep slopes of 
the Angeles National Forest 
northeast of Los Angeles that 
were scorched by wildfires 
last summer and in 2008. 

The weather service said as 
much as a third of an inch 
of rain per hour was falling 
and thunderstorms and small 
hail had been spotted in and 
around La Canada Flintridge 
in the afternoon. 

Many people heeded the 
evacuation warning, lugging 
clothing and backpacks to cars 
that rolled down roads already 
crusted with the remains of 
a weekend mudslide that 
damaged 43 homes. 

About 60 to 70 percent had 
complied with the evacuation 
order, sheriff’s spokesman 
Steve Whitmore said. 

“People, when they see what 
happened last Saturday, 
they’re ready to move,” he 


said. 

“They know what’s at stake,” 
said sheriff’s Sgt. Bob Furman, 
who was taking a lap along the 
mud-crusted streets to clear 
out stragglers. “They’ve been 
through this before.” 

Lyn Slotky, 62, packed a red 
suitcase holding a change 
of clothes and her nervous 


Labrador into her Honda 
hatchback. 

“I’m just waiting for it to start 
to drizzle a little bit. Then I’m 
out of here,” she said. 

She wanted to be gone before 
new rain washed away huge 
banks of mud that have lined 
the streets from last weekend’s 
downpour. Q

In Washington, facing 
congressional inquiries and 
government investigations, 
Toyota through its lawyers and 
lobbyists is working full-speed 
to salvage its reputation. The 


confidential strategy—Toyota 
will say little publicly about 
its efforts — includes efforts 
to sway upcoming hearings 
on Capitol Hill and is based 
on experiences by companies 
that have survived similar 
consumer and political crises 


— and those that haven’t. 

Rep. Bart Stupak said Toyota 
representatives visited his 
offices seeking to learn all 
they could. 

‘They’re probing us. ‘What 
are you going to ask us, 
where are you going with this 
whole thing?”’ said Stupak, 
who is chairman of a House 
subcommittee looking into 
Toyota’s problems. 

Toyota, which reported 
spending more than $4 million 
on lobbying last year, declined 
to discuss details of its plans. 
The company has “beefed up 
our team” by hiring additional 
lobbyists, lawyers and public 
relations experts to “work 
with regulators and lawmakers 
collaboratively towards 
a successful recall effort, 
ensuring proper, diligent 
compliance,” spokeswoman 
Cindy Knight said in an e- 
mail to The Associated Press.

Rough headlines for Toyota 
continued Tuesday. In other 
developments: 

—State Farm, the largest 
U.S. auto insurer, said it had 
informed federal regulators late 
in 2007 about growing reports 
of unexpected acceleration in 
Toyotas. That disclosure raised 
new questions about whether 
the government missed clues 
about problems. Reps. Henry 
Waxman and Stupak wrote 
insurance executives on 
Tuesday seeking information 
on any warnings they may 
have provided the government 
about unintended acceleration 
in Toyotas. 

—Congressional investigators 
cited growing evidence that 
not all the causes of Toyota’s 
acceleration problems have 
been identified. A staff memo 
from the House Oversight 
and Government Reform 
Committee, which had 
planned an oversight hearing 
for Wednesday, said there 
was substantial evidence that 
remedies such as redesigned 
floor mats have failed to solve 
problems. The hearing was 
postponed until Feb. 24 due to 
snow in Washington. 

—Federal safety officials 
said they were examining 



complaints from Toyota 
Corolla owners about steering 
problems. 

Toyota faces at least two 
congressional hearings besides 
Stupak’s, including the one 
delayed by snow. Sen. Jay 
Rockefeller, chairman of the 
Senate Commerce, Science 
and Transportation Committee 
and a longtime supporter of 
Toyota, said his panel will 
hold a hearing on March 2 
after the two by the House. 
Their focus: floor mats that 
get caught under accelerators, 
sticky gas pedals and 
brake problems, and what 
the company and federal 
regulators knew about them. 
Professionals who have 
waged major damage-control 
struggles say the best strategy 
for Toyota mixes apology, 
openness, details about a 
specific fix — plus a little help 
from friends on Capitol Hill. 
In recent days, American TV 
viewers have seen ads in which 
a soft-spoken announcer talks 
about Toyota’s dedication to 
safety and its customers. 
“We’re working around the 
clock to ensure we build 
vehicles of the highest quality, 
to restore your faith in our 
company,” one spot says. □

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Nigeria: Vice president now acting president

ABUJA, Nigeria (AP) 
— Nigeria’s parliament 
empowered Vice President 
Goodluck Jonathan to run 
Africa’s most populous nation 
Tuesday in place of an ill and 
absent president, striving for 
a political end to a crisis that 
ground the government to a 
virtual halt and triggered the 
resumption of an insurgency 
in the vital oil sector. 

But the move is not 
contemplated in the 
constitution, legal experts say, 
and could cause more friction 
between the Christian south, 
which gains the presidency at 
least temporarily, and Muslim 
north, which finds itself out of 
the seat of power. 

Jonathan told the nation in 
a televised address Tuesday 
night that he had assumed 
power as acting president 
and commander in chief of 
the country of 150 million 
people. He urged all Nigerians 
to continue to pray for elected 
President Umaru Yar’Adua, 
who left Nigeria for Saudi 
Arabia onNov. 23. Yar’Adua’s 
physician has said the 58-year- 
old, who long has suffered 
from kidney ailments, is being 
treated for acute pericarditis, 
an inflammation of the sac 


surrounding the heart. 

“The events of the recent 
past have put to the test 
our collective resolve as a 
democratic nation,” Jonathan 
said. He later added: “We 
have all shown that our unity 
as a people, our love for this 
country, and our hope for 
its great future cannot be 
shaken.” 

Much of the Nigerian 
government has been at a 
standstill. Yar’Adua did 
not write a letter to the vice 
president alerting him of 
the medical absence and 
empowering him to act as 
president, as called for in the 
1999 constitution. Yar’Adua’s 
absence has caused a cease¬ 
fire he negotiated with 
insurgents in the country’s 
oil-rich Niger Delta to unravel 
and oil contracts have gone 
unsigned. The political turmoil 
in a powerful country with 
a long history of coups and 
military dictatorships recently 
prompted U.S. Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
and European leaders to call 
on the nation to follow its 
constitution. 

Newspapers began worrying 
about possible coup scenarios 
as Yar’Adua’s absence grew 
longer. However, military 
leaders insist they have no 
ambitions to take power and 


will respect the constitution. 
Jonathan thanked the security 
services during his Tuesday 
night address “for their loyalty 
and devotion to duty during 
this trying period.” 

Both the House of 
Representatives and the Senate 
on Tuesday passed measures 
calling on Jonathan to act as 
president and commander in 
chief until Yar’Adua returns 
from Saudi Arabia. There’s 
no indication Yar’Adua will 
return any time soon, and 
details about his illness remain 
unknown to the public. 

Despite the lack of a letter 
from Yar’Adua designating 
Jonathan in charge, Senate 
President David Marks said 
a telephone interview the 
president gave to the BBC 
about his poor health could act 
in place of a formal letter. 

“The BBC interview is as good 
as the letter envisaged by the 
constitution,” Mark said. 
However, some legal experts 
say the constitution offers 
no remedy when a president 
declines to send the letter 
and it does not empower the 
National Assembly to act as it 
did. 

“I’m not sure they are on strong 
ground legally,” Oluwarotimi 
O. Akeredolu, president of the 
Nigerian Bar Association, told 
The Associated Press. “There’s 


nothing enabling them to do 
what they have done.” 
Akeredolu said the bar 
association hasn’t decided 
whether to challenge the 
lawmakers’ action. The 
move renders moot several 
lawsuits against the federal 
government asking it to 
declare Jonathan president in 
Yar’Adua’s absence. Public 
discontent over the 58-year- 
old Yar’Adua’s absence may 
also be mollified. As weeks 
stretched into months, local 
newspapers began publishing 
small graphics on their front 
pages noting the number of 
days the president has been 
away from Nigeria. 

Jonathan served as a governor 


in oil-rich Bayelsa state before 
being picked as Yar’Adua’s 
running mate on the 2007 ticket 
for the People’s Democratic 
Party, the ruling political 
party in Nigeria. Jonathan, 
a Christian who is fond of 
bowler hats, largely avoided 
the infighting in Yar’Adua’s 
absence and remained silent as 
the nation’s de facto leader. His 
only major act in Yar’Adua’s 
absence came when he called 
out the military to restore 
order in central Nigeria after 
fighting between Christians 
and Muslims claimed more 
than 300 lives. 

Parliament’s action could 
cause further tensions between 
the two faiths. □

KABUL (AP) — A series 
of avalanches engulfed a 
mountain pass in Afghanistan, 
trapping hundreds of people 
in their buried cars and killing 
as many as 64 people so far, 
authorities said Tuesday. 
Rescuers brought in 
bulldozers, ambulances and 
helicopters in a massive effort 
to reach victims stuck in the 
frigid snow along the 12,700- 
feet-high (3,800-meter) 

Salang Pass, which links the 


Afghan capital Kabul with 
the northern city of Mazar-i- 
Sharif. 

Search-and-rescue teams 
recovered the bodies of 24 
people but said they feared 
40 others remain trapped and 
may have also died, Interior 
Minister Hanif Atmar said at 
a news conference in Kabul. 
About 2,500 people were 
rescued from their snowbound 
vehicles, including more than 
400 injured. 

“Twenty-four bodies have 
been recovered so far, but the

fear is that there could be up 
to 40 more still buried and 
unfortunately, they might have 
died already,” he said. “That’s 
the best estimate we have at 
this moment.” 

The avalanches struckMonday, 
burying vehicles along several 
miles (kilometers) of road 
under heavy snow. Atmar said 
that the highway tunnel had 
not been closed off earlier 
because there had been little 
warning. 

“It happened all of a sudden 
and it took us by surprise,” he 
said. 

Military helicopters were 
dropping food packages to 
people stuck on snow-blocked 
roads, Interior Ministry 
spokesman Zemerai Bashary 
said. Earlier, Afghan reports 
said some 300 cars and buses 
were trapped on the mountain 
pass. 

Afghan and coalition forces 


evacuated about 430 injured, 
with 180 taken by coalition 
helicopters to Bagram Airbase 
for medical treatment, said 
Defense Minister Gen. Abdul 
Rahim Wardak. 

Atmar said authorities were 
unable to locate the parents 
of 24 children who had been 
evacuated and were being 
treated for injuries at local 
hospitals. 

Some of the injured were 
taken to the Charikar Hospital 
in Parwan province. One 
injured eyewitness, Abdul 
Shakor, told Associated Press 
Television he saw more than 
100 vehicles still trapped by 
snow. 

“We cannot exactly say how 
many people have been killed. 
We opened (the door of) one 
Toyota car; there were five 
dead bodies inside and we 
brought them to the hospital 
with the help of police,” he 


said. 

Some 500 Afghan soldiers 
were mobilized to join about 
400 police and others in rescue 
efforts. The international 
coalition contributed four 
Chinook helicopters, while 
the army sent two choppers, 
several ambulances and 
several bulldozers, the Afghan 
National Army said. 

Suhrab Ali Safari, acting 
public works minister, told The 
Associated Press in a phone 
interview from Salang a that 
strong snowstorm overnight 
triggered a major avalanche 
that covered about 2 miles 
(3.5 kilometers) of road. 
“Unfortunately, it has blocked 
the road completely. We’re 
working to clear it from both 
sides, north and south,” he 
said. 

Safari said there had been a 
series of smaller avalanches in

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Doctor says vendor may have been in rubble 27 days

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti - A 
rice vendor may have lived 
under the rubble of a flea 
market for 27 days with little 
more than water and possibly 
fruit, a doctor said Tuesday, 
in what would be a dramatic 
tale of survival four weeks 
after Haiti’s devastating 
earthquake. 

The man’s account could not 
be independently confirmed, 
however, and the doctor 
conceded medical workers 
were skeptical at first, but he 
said they began to believe 
the man when he regained 
consciousness and told his 
story. 

The nab said he had just 
finished selling rice for the 
day at a downtown flea market 
when quake struck Jan. 12. He 
said he didn’t suffer any major 
injuries and was trapped on 
his side in an area where food 
and drink vendors were selling 
their goods. 

“Based on that (his story), 
we believe him,” said Dr. 
Dushyantha Jayaweera, a 
physician at the University 
of Miami Medishare field 
hospital where hundreds of 


patients have been treated 
since the quake. 

Doctors said two men first 
took the vendor — identified 
as Evans Monsigrace — to 
a Salvation Army medical 
center in Port-au-Prince on 
Monday and he was then 
taken to the University of 
Miami hospital because of his 
critical condition. The men 
who brought him also said he 
had been trapped under the 
debris since the disaster. 

The patient was suffering 
from severe dehydration and 
malnutrition, but health care 
workers expressed skepticism 
about his story when some 
of his lab work came back 
relatively normal, Jayaweera 
said. Then the man regained 
consciousness and was lucid 
enough to recount a tale that 
seems plausible, the doctor 
said. 

Still, doctors at the field 
hospital or at a Salvation Army 
medical center had no way to 
confirm the story. 

The last confirmed survivor 
found in Haiti was a 16-year- 
old girl removed from rubble 
by a French rescue team 15 
days after the quake. Doctors 
said at the time that disaster 


survivors may be able to 
sustain themselves with a 
water supply and without 
medical attention for up to two 
weeks. 

Nery Ynclan, a University of 
Miami media officer in Haiti, 
said the rice vendor was in 
stable condition Tuesday and 
being treated for dehydration 
and malnutrition. 

“Someone could not survive 
28 days without water,” 
Ynclan said of the frail 28- 
year-old man whose legs are 
rail thin. “You can go nine 
weeks without food.” 
Jayaweera said the man 
originally claimed that he had 
not had any water or food. The 
man, however, had a normal 
kidney function with heart 
palpitations, suggesting he 
drank at least had some water 
but not enough to avoid getting 
dehydrated, the doctor said. 
“He came in delirious, asking 
to die,” Ynclan said, noting 
Creole translators were at the 
field hospital. 

“He’s still out of it. He 
answers basic questions,” she 
said, adding he was nibbling 
on chocolate and probably 
would be at the field hospital 
for a week.

The man’s mother, who was at 
the field hospital, told workers 
that people clearing rubble 
from downtown discovered 
him and alerted his brothers. 

A videotape shot by Michael 
Andrew, an Arizona-based 
freelance photographer and 
a volunteer at the Salvation 
Army medical center, shows 
doctors on Monday trying 
without success to insert a 
needle into the man’s arm to 
give him fluid.

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Jackson celebrity turns doctor case into spectacle

LOS ANGELES - There’s 
no bloody glove this time, no 
smoking gun, no faded music 
icon showing up in court 
wearing a wig that made it 
look like he plugged his finger 
into an electrical socket. 
There’s not even a celebrity 
for that matter — the person 
on trial is a doctor no one had 
heard of eight months ago. 
Still, the case of the People 
vs. Michael Jackson’s doctor 
has already taken on all the 
trappings of a full-blown 
Los Angeles celebrity trial, 
complete with a scrum 
of paparazzi and news 
photographers staking out 
the accused’s residence and 
chasing him everywhere 
he goes. The mere rumor 
that he would be arrested or 
surrender sent an army of 
news photographers from all 
over the world rushing to a 
courthouse. 

So it seems certain that 
Conrad Murray will join the 
ranks of O.J. Simpson, Robert 
Blake and Phil Spector in 
the pantheon of Los Angeles 
celebrity defendants, even 


if he’s an obscure Texas 
cardiologist in a case of 
medical negligence. 

“There are no surprises here. 
We know how the guy died, we 
know who allegedly gave it to 
him. But lacking surprises, it’s 
Michael Jackson. The news 
shows can play endless loops 
of Michael Jackson singing. 
Maybe his children will come 
into the courtroom, and what 
a day that would be,” says 
Judy Muller, who shared in 
an Emmy for ABC’s coverage 
of the ultimate celebrity trial, 
the one that ended with O.J. 
Simpson being acquitted of 
murder in 1995. 

“I hate to be cynical but I’ve 
been here long enough to 
know how this will play,” 
added Muller. 

“It’s Michael Jackson and it’s 
a celebrity trial, even if it’s a 
dead celebrity, and particularly 
in Los Angeles it’s what we’re 
known for.” 

Not that a trial involving a dead 
celebrity, even one as revered 
as Jackson was, is completely 
unprecedented. In 1981 a 
Tennessee jury found Dr. 
George Nichopoulos not guilty 
of negligently prescribing 


drugs to Elvis Presley, whose 
body contained 14 different 
stimulants and depressants 
when he died in 1977. 

But, relatively speaking, 
nobody paid much attention 
to that. 

“That was another age, a much 
more innocent time,” says Los 
Angeles media consultant 
Jonathan Taplin. “You didn’t 
have a 24-7 media machine 
that feeds on celebrity, that 
feeds on raising up celebrities 
and then bringing them 
down.” 

It also occurred outside of 
Los Angeles, a media hotbed 
for sensational celebrity trial 
coverage since an August night 
in 1969 when a band of Charles 
Manson’s social misfits broke 
into Sharon Tate’s home and 
stabbed the actress and her 
friends to death. 

Since then there have been the 
trials of actor Blake, acquitted 
of shooting his wife to death 
after taking her to dinner at 
his favorite Italian restaurant; 
of pioneering pop music 
producer Spector, convicted of 
fatally shooting actress Lana 
Clarkson after meeting her at a 
nightclub; and the grandaddy

of them all, Simpson’s 
acquittal of stabbing his ex- 
wife and her friend to death. 
Even Jackson’s own trial in 
nearby Santa Barbara County 
in 2005, during which he was 
acquitted of child-molestation 
charges, rates high on the 
celebrity scale, with fans 
marveling as he danced atop 
his SUV outside the courthouse 
one day and showed up in his 
pajamas on another. 

Just how the Jackson doctor 
trial, in which Murray is 
charged with involuntary 
manslaughter, will stack up 
against those depends on some 
intangibles. 

If the judge who hears the case 
decides to let TV cameras into 
the courtroom, for example, 
that will likely ratchet up 
interest quite a bit. 

“We have a somewhat 
interesting example of that in 
the Phil Spector case,” said 
former federal prosecutor Jean 
Rosenbluth. 

Spector was tried twice for 
murder, his first trial ending 
with a hung jury. 

With cameras allowed into the 
courtroom, people tuned in to 
watch as Spector arrived each 
day in his funny wigs and 
1960s-style mod clothes. But 
when cameras were banned 
from the second trial interest 
waned until the verdict came 
in. 

“Michael Jackson is Phil 
Spector times 2 million,” 
laughed Rosenbluth, adding 
the King of Pop’s influence 
was so great and his death 
at age 50 so devastating to 


his worldwide fan base that 
interest could be huge. 

There are already more than a 
dozen Jackson Facebook fan 
groups, in several languages, 
with titles like “I Hate Conrad 
Murray” and “Arrest Conrad 
Murray.” On Twitter, the 
Murray tweets from news 
organizations and private 
citizens alike pour forth by the 
minute. 

As big as Jackson was, 
though, it seems doubtful his 
doctor’s case can overshadow 
Simpson’s murder trial. 

For one thing, notes critical 
studies professor Todd Boyd, 
who has written extensively on 
pop culture and race relations, 
there’s no divisive racial issue 
this time, as there was when 
Simpson’s lawyers argued he 
was framed by a racist police 
officer who planted a bloody 
glove at his house. 

For another, a lot of people 
thought going into that trial 
Simpson was guilty. He had 
had numerous domestic 
disputes with his ex-wife 
before she and her friend were 
violently ambushed outside 
her home. 

Murray on the other hand is 
accused of accidentally killing 
Jackson by administering 
a powerful sedative, which 
Boyd said likely lessens some 
of the emotion. 

“It’s not as though some 
person came to take Michael 
Jackson’s life,” he said. “This 
is a case where a doctor is 
simply being charged with 
malpractice and by extension 
manslaughter.’Q 
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Stocks jump on hopes for Greece debt assistance

NEW YORK - The Dow 
Jones industrial average 
jumped back above 10,000 on 
hope that the European Union 
will help Greece manage its 
growing debt burden. 

The Dow rose 150 points 
Tuesday, a day after closing 
below 10,000 for the first time 
in three months. The major 
indexes all gained more than 
1 percent. 

Global markets bounced back 
on reports that European 
Central Bank President Jean- 
Claude Trichet is changing 
his travel schedule to attend 
a meeting of EU officials on 
Thursday and that plans are 
being developed to rescue 
Greece. The reports are raising 
hopes that policymakers will 
take bigger steps to contain 
troubles in Greece. The county 
is struggling with big budget 
gaps and is seeing demand fall 
for its debt. 

Though Greece’s economy is 
small, investors are concerned 
that troubles there will spill 
into other countries. World 
stock markets have been 
tumbling in recent weeks on 
concerns that debt problems 
would spread. Investors are 
also concerned by budget 
gaps in Ireland, Portugal, 
Spain and the uncertainty has 
undermined Europe’s common 
currency, the euro. 

The European debt problems 
are the latest obstacle for 
investors who have put the 
market’s 10-month rally on 
hold. Stocks began retreating 
in mid-January after China 
said it would try to control its 
economy to avoid speculative 
bubbles. Things got worse 
when President Barack 
Obama announced plans to 
curb trading by large financial 
institutions. 

On Tuesday, Greece took its 
latest steps to calm markets, 
pledging to increase retirement 
ages, raise fuel taxes and 


accelerate reforms. However 
a strike over the government’s 
new austerity measures is 
still expected to proceed on 
Wednesday. 

“There’s some euphoria 
that maybe it’s not going to 
be blowing up,” said Erik 
Davidson, managing director 
of investments for Wells 
Fargo Private Bank in Carmel, 
Calif., referring to easing fears 
over Greece. 

The Dow also got a boost from 
Morgan Stanley’s upgrade to 
shares of Caterpillar Inc. It 
was Morgan’s first upbeat take 
on the stock in three years. A 
cautious forecast from the 
equipment maker hurt stocks 
late last month. According 
to preliminary calculations, 
the Dow rose 150.25, or 
1.5 percent, to 10,058.64, 
its steepest percentage gain 
since Nov. 9. The broader 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
rose 13.78, or 1.3 percent, to 
1,070.52, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 24.82, 
or 1.2 percent, to 2,150.87. 
Stocks have become more 
volatile in recent weeks as 
concerns grow about the 
strength and sustainability of 
a global economic recovery. 
The Dow, which fell almost 
104 points Monday, has posted 
triple-digit moves in 11 of the 
last 17 trading days. The index 
has posted four consecutive 
Dow market has retreated 6.2 
percent since hitting a 15- 
month high in the middle of 
January. 

The market’s leap higher 
illustrates how reliant 
investors around the world 
are on soothing words from 
policymakers. In the U.S., 
stocks have barreled higher 
for nearly a year because the 
Federal Reserve has pledged 
to hold interest rates low to 
help revive the economy. The 
flow of cheap cash has perhaps 
been the biggest driver of the 
market as investors look for 
places to stick their money. 


Analysts are asking how 
markets will fare as the 
Fed dismantles some of its 
emergency support programs 
for the economy, as it has 
started to do. There are 
concerns, for example, that 
home loan rates will rise will 
rise as the Fed ends a program 
to purchase mortgage debt to 
drive up demand. 

“It’s sort of like last call at the 
bar,” Davidson said. “People 
have to start to look what 
the world is going to look 
like without being awash in 
liquidity.’Q

WEST VANCOUVER, 
British Columbia (AP) — A 
clattering helicopter and 
a rumbling truck dumped 
snow on Cypress Mountain, 
the warm weather-plagued 
venue where the first Winter 
Olympic event is just four 
days away. 

Olympic organizers opened 
parts of the mountain to 
media for the first time 
Tuesday, showing off a snow- 
covered moguls course with 
a big patches of dirt on either 
side. The snowboard halfpipe 
remained off limits. 

“All in all, I think we are very 
positive about how things 
have come together,” said 
Dick Vollet, the Vancouver 
organizing committee’s head 
of mountain operations. “We 
are quite happy with where we 
are given that we are fighting 
mother nature and sometimes 
she can be very unforgiving.” 
The conditions on Cypress 
Mountain have been the most 
dominant concern leading 
up to the games, which open 
Friday. 

VANOC chief executive 
officer Jack Furlong described 
the efforts to get the venue 
prepared as being organizers’ 
greatest challenge. 

Rainfall and the warmest 
January on record in the 
region have forced crews 
to work around the clock to 
prepare the tracks. 

“The amount of work that 
has been done against these 
conditions is really hard to 
believe,” Furlong said. 

As reporters walked into the 
resort just under an hour’s 
drive from Vancouver, blue- 
clad workers with brooms 
were sweeping snow around 
the top of the moguls course 
and a helicopter ferried back 
and forth with crateloads of 
snow dangling beneath it from 
a long rope. 

Flags and fences already line 


the course, which was hosting 
its second day of training 
Tuesday. 

Vollet said about 170 


truckloads of snow have 
arrived from three hours away 
to help build up and maintain 
the courses and halfpipe. He 


repeatedly had to be halt his 
news conference because of a 
helicopter landing and taking 
off nearby. 


Temperatures dipped below 
freezing overnight, Vollet 
said. Fong-range forecasts 
are mixed and include the 
possibility of rain through 
Saturday, the day of the first 
event — qualification and 
finals of the women’s freestyle 
moguls. The men’s freestyle 
moguls follow on Sunday. 
Two days of training already 
have been canceled to help 
maintain the snowboard 
halfpipe and organizers are 
ready to drape tarps over 
the entire halfpipe if it starts 
raining. 

“Rain is always not a very 
good thing up here,” Vollet 
said. 

Vollet did manage to find one 
upside of the lack of snow 
around the mountain. 
“Conditions are going to be 
great for spectators,” he said. 
“They’re going to be walking

NEW YORK (AP) — Six NHL teams will open the 2010-11 
season in Europe, the fourth straight year the league will begin 
play overseas. 

The NHL announced on Tuesday that the Boston Bruins, 
Carolina Hurricanes, Columbus Blue Jackets, Minnesota Wild, 
Phoenix Coyotes and San Jose Sharks will combine to play a 
total of six games in Europe at the start of next season. 

The Hurricanes and Wild will meet in a pair of games in Helsinki 
on Oct. 7-8; Columbus plays San Jose in Stockholm on Oct. 8- 
9; and the Bruins and Coyotes face off in Prague on Oct. 9-10. 
“We are extremely pleased that six teams — more than ever

— will open their season in Europe,” NHL commissioner Gary 
Bettman said in a statement. “With these games, nearly half 
of our clubs will have participated (in overseas openers), a 
testament to how excited our teams are to be playing before our 
outstanding fans in Europe.” 

The NHL is very popular in Finland, Sweden and the Czech 
Republic. The league’s Web site gets more traffic from those 
countries than almost anywhere else outside North America. 
And the clubs involved next season feature several players from 
the nations they will visit. 

For example, the Blue Jackets ’ current roster includes four players 
from Sweden: Forwards Fredrik Modin, Samuel Pahlsson and 
Kristian Huselius; and defenseman Anton Stralman. 

San Jose has Swedish defenseman Douglas Murray and recently 
acquired Niclas Wallin. 

Modin, Pahlsson and Murray will represent the defending 
Olympic champions at the upcoming Vancouver Games. 
“Having the chance to play these games is going to be special, 
especially for me and the other Swedish players,” Pahlsson 
said. “It is really going to be great for fans in Sweden to be able 
to watch the NHL in person. They love hockey and games there 
are always pretty festive with a lot of singing and cheers. It is 
kind of like football a little bit. I’m looking forward to it and it 
should be a lot of fun.” 

Minnesota and Carolina each have three Finns on the roster.

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Could labor issues overshadow NBA All-Star week?

NEW YORK - The NFL’s 
party week was briefly 
interrupted by a sobering 
message about the league’s 
labor situation. 

Now it could be the NBA’s 
turn. 

The league’s collective 
bargaining agreement also 
will expire in 2011, and 
management and the players’ 
association will meet next 
weekend during the All-Star 
events in Dallas as they try to 
negotiate a new one. 
Indications are it won’t be 
easy. CBSSports.com, citing 
a person familiar with the 
document, reported that the 
first proposal the league sent 
the union last week called for 
a reduction of the players’ 
share of the basketball-related 
income from 57 percent to 
below 50, as well as reductions 
in the length and amount of 
maximum value contracts, and 
elements of a “hard” salary cap 
to replace the current system 
that forces teams exceeding 
the cap to pay a luxury tax. 
Neither the league nor the 


union have commented about 
the proposal, but it will surely 
be a topic when commissioner 
David Stem, and perhaps 
players’ association executive 
director Billy Hunter, meets 
with the media on Saturday. 
Last week before the Super 
Bowl in Miami, DeMaurice 
Smith, the executive director 
of the NFL’s players union, 
strongly warned of a potential 
lockout. He called the chances 
of football not being played in 
2011 after the league’s CBA 
expires a “14” on a scale of 
1 to 10. Stem said he will not 
ask Hunter to avoid saying 
anything similar that would 
spoil the good times in Dallas, 
where the league is expecting 
Cowboys Stadium to host the 
largest crowd ever to watch a 
basketball game. 

“There’s nothing that I could 
or would do with respect 
to Billy’s ability to say 
anything,” Stem told The 
Associated Press. “That’s his 
job, that’s his obligation and 
we understand it. We could 
go to the table and switch 
sides and argue the other side. 
That’s just the reality of it and

so eventually there will be a 
deal, and we hope it’s going to 
be sooner rather than later.” 
Hunter sometime s appears with 
Stem at the commissioner’s 
annual state of the league 
press conference on All-Star 
Saturday night, but it’s not 
clear if he will do so this 
year — especially if Friday’s 
bargaining session goes 
poorly. The sides already held 
some informal meetings last 
summer and exchanged some 
financial documents, getting 
an early start on what could 
be difficult negotiations. The 
economic downturn hit many 
team owners hard and they are 
seeking significant changes in 
a system that the players argue 
has largely worked. 

Stem has said the central 
issue will be the division of 
revenues, though a reduction in 
maximum deals would surely 
anger some of the league’s 


superstars — especially with 
LeBron James and Dwyane 
Wade among those hoping 
to sign some this summer. 
Players can currently re-sign 
with their own teams for up to 
six years and with other teams 


for five. 

The league’s last lockout 
reduced the 1999 season to 
50 games. Stem has been 
optimistic that starting talks 
early will help prevent another 
work stoppage.□

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Jones, Hopkins ready for fight 17 years in making

NEW YORK (AP) — After 
nearly two decades of bitter 
squabbling, Roy Jones Jr. and 
Bernard Hopkins still can’t 
share the same table. 

Instead, the former champions 
appeared behind separate 
podiums on Tuesday with 
placards that had only their 
own names and likenesses. 
The stage inside the Hard 
Rock Cafe in Times Square 
was set up to resemble a 
debate, with each of the 40- 
something fighters given time 
to explain why they believe 
they’ll win their long-awaited 
April rematch. 

“Roy Jones ain’t nothing to do 
with Bernard Hopkins’ legacy 
and career, up to now, because 
there will be a final chapter, 
and that’s important to me,” 
Hopkins said. 

To which Jones simply replied: 
“He didn’t win the first time 
and he won’t win this time.” 
Yes, it’s been 17 years since 
Jones defeated Hopkins to 
win a middleweight belt, 
and they’ve both built Hall- 


of-F ame-worthy careers. 

Jones won eight titles in four 
divisions and became the first 
fighter in a century to climb 
from middleweight champion 
to heavyweight champion. 


Hopkins set a record with 
20 straight defenses of the 
middleweight crown and went 
12 years without a loss. 

Now in the twilight of their 
careers, two fighters who

could never agree on much of 
anything have agreed to fight, 
perhaps finally realizing that 
they need each other. 

“This fight is very important 
to me because it’s personal,” 
said Hopkins, who admitted 
he’s watched his 1993 loss 
to Jones “about a million 
times.” 

“A lot of fighters don’t have 
history,”Hopkins said. “We’ve 
got 17-plus-year history.” 

For years they talked about 
a rematch, and it almost 
happened after Hopkins 
knocked out Felix Trinidad 
to become undisputed 
middleweight champion in 
2001. Hopkins remembers 
visiting Jones in Pensacola, 
Florida five or six years ago 
and waiting in a hotel lobby 
for hours until they finally met 
— but nothing came of it. 
Executives from HBO tried 
to get them to agree to terms, 
back when a rematch would 
have been the biggest thing in 
the sport, but egos and self- 
interests always intervened. 
They even wound up arguing 


over who was to blame for the 
fight not happening. 

Finally, it is. 

“To me this is redemption in 
a lot of ways,” Hopkins said. 
“I waited a lot of years, gone 
through a lot of matches to get 
this done.” 

Hopkins is still considered 
one of the top five pound- 
for-pound fighters in the 
world, but because of his age 
and defensive style, he’s had 
trouble finding fights. Jones is 
coming off a knockout loss to 
Danny Green in Australia and 
hasn’t been the same in years. 
Taking on each other was the 
most lucrative opportunity 
available, and could be even 
more rewarding considering 
some unique contract 
stipulations. Jones and 
Hopkins will split the take 
50-50 except in the case of 
a knockout, which would 
reward the winner 60 percent. 
“I’m not going to watch him all 
night, and we have incentives 
— 60-40 for a knockout — so 
he’s going to have to fight,” 
Jones said, talking about as 
quickly as he once unfurled 
those incredible punches. “He 
wants to always prove he’s 
better than me, but he’s not.” 
Jones and Hopkins agree that 
they’re different fighters than 
they were the first time they 
met, back when they were 
still largely unknown. Their 
first meeting in the rain at 
RFK Stadium in Washington, 
D.C., wasn’t even the main 
event — Riddick Bowe was 
the headliner. 

But they still carry plenty 
of name recognition, which 
might be the most valuable 
thing that promoters Golden 
Boy and Square Ring can use 
to sell tickets and pay-per- 
views. 

“This is a fight that everybody 
wants to see,” Golden Boy 
CEO Richard Schaefer said. 
“It’s a fight that people have 
waited for.” 

That’s certainly true.Q 


Death of Kerrigan’s father is ruled a homicide

BOSTON (AP) — The death of the father of 
Olympic skater Nancy Kerrigan was ruled a 
homicide Tuesday when an autopsy showed 
he died of a heart rhythm problem after a fight 
with his son in which he suffered a neck injury 
so severe it damaged his windpipe. 

The findings could prompt new charges against 
Kerrigan’s brother, Mark, who has pleaded not 
guilty to assault and is undergoing a psychiatric 
evaluation. 

Daniel Kerrigan, 70, died Jan. 24 after what 
authorities said was a struggle with his 45- 
year-old son, Mark. 

Police say Mark Kerrigan told them he put his 
hands around his father’s neck and his father 
fell to the floor after the two argued at their 
Stoneham home. 

Family members had initially said Daniel 
Kerrigan had a heart attack and his death was 
unrelated to the argument. 


The autopsy report released Tuesday by 
Middlesex District Attorney Gerry Leone said 
the elder Kerrigan also had underlying health 
conditions, including high blood pressure and 
clogged heart arteries. 

“As a result of these conclusions of the 
medical examiner, the investigation into Daniel 
Kerrigan’s death, and whether any charges in 
connection with his death are appropriate, 
remains ongoing,” Leone said in a statement. 
The findings imply a strangulation-type injury 
in a man already weakened by high blood 
pressure and clogged heart arteries, said an 
expert not connected with the autopsy, Dr. Ian 
Paul, associate medical examiner for the state 
of New Mexico. 

“The assault itself would have caused significant 
physiological stress,” Paul said. “It would have 
put direct stress to the heart itself because 
the heart is working faster, and in somebody 
with underlying heart disease, they would be 
at a much greater risk of experiencing sudden 
cardiac death.

Decision Making 

Human Relationships aside, 
when we’re faced with big 
decisions, it’s important to 
know clearly what is important 
to us, and list these things in 
order of importance. Then we 
can judge what we’re willing 
to give up. We must be clear 
on the goals in our life, and 
how we want our lives to be in 
the future. Think of one year, 
two years, five years down the 
road. What do you want your 
life to be like? What decision 
will lead you closer to where 
you want to go? 

What about your shorter 
term goals, like three to six 
months? 

These will be different from 
your longer-term goals, and 
it is important to consider the 
goals and consequences of 
both in our decision making. 
The shorter-term goals lead to 
where you want to be longer 
term, and we must balance the 
importance of each. 

Short term goals are important 
because they keep you on the 
path, they keep you focused. 
They are attainable milestones 
that show your progress 
toward where you want to be. 

List all the benefits and 
drawbacks of each decision, in 
order of importance. Play with 
combinations of these, and 
determine a balance that you 
think is fair to both parties. Use 
your benefits and drawbacks as 


leverage to negotiate. Let the 
company know what you’re 
giving up if you join them, and 
what it means to you. Let the 
company know what you are 
bringing to the table, and what 
you think you’re worth. 

Think closely about the details 
of what each decision means. 
If being hired by another 
company means loosing your 
independence, what does that 
mean? Does it mean you can’t 
go to Mexico for two weeks 
at a time with no notice? Can 
you go for two days? Try to 
determine the details of each 
decision, and negotiate the 
details. 

Set your terms and negotiate 
the details. Create an offer 
that will be all right with you, 
whether it is accepted or not. 
Therein lies your personal 
power. 

By knowing clearly what 
you want your life to be like, 
you can set specific goals, 
then make decisions with the 
intention (its all about your 
intention) to get closer to 
your goals. In the long run, 
the decision doesn’t matter 
as long as you have a clear 
intention behind the decision. 
If you consistently intend to 
reach your long term goals, 
you will. 

In any negotiation, don’t forget 
how valuable you are. You are 
bringing things to the table, 
and they are worth something. 
At the same time, don’t be 


greedy, even if you can. Both 
parties must be treated equally. 
We must each raise the social 
standard of moral acceptance, 
simply by doing what we say 
we’re going to do, and sticking 
to our word. You can only trust 
others after you trust yourself.

The worship of 
Baal transformed to other 
cultures; or was the custom 
there already? To the Greeks 
he was Eros, meaning sexual 
desire; to the Romans he was 
Cupid, meaning desire. Both 
Greeks and Romans portrayed 
Eros/Cupid as a winged 
boy armed with bows and 
arrows. The Roman legend of 
Cupid and Psyche is the best- 
known story about this armed, 
unscrupulous boy. Pierced in 
your heart with Cupid’s arrow 
will make you fall in love 


with whom you are with at the 
time. Valentine’s Day gifts are 
offerings to stimulate magic to 
get Cupid to shoot his arrow 
into the heart of the person 
you desire. 

As everyone knows, 
love is supposed to conquer 
all. After much emotional 
drama, reflected in many 
romance novels, movies, and 
love songs; Cupid finally 
marries Psyche, who had been 
wandering the earth, looking 
for Cupid in vain.

Guerrilla colombiana pide a Panama 
cese de atauues en frontera 


BOGOTA (Reuters) - La mayor guerrilla 
izquierdista de Colombia pidio el martes 
a Panama suspender los ataques contra 
insurgentes en la zona de frontera y dijo que 
su politica es no combatir con las Fuerzas 
Armadas de paises vecinos. 

La declaracion de las Fuerzas Armadas 
Revolucionarias de Colombia (FARC) se 
produjo casi dos semanas despues de que 
Panama reporto la muerte de tres rebeldes de 
ese grupo en una zona selvatica de la frontera 
binacional, una accion que aplaudio el Gobierno 
de Bogota. 

“A los panamenos y panamenas les decimos 
que por encima de esta injustificada hostilidad, 
que aspiramos sea corregida, esta nuestra 
politica de fronteras que ordena al guerrillero 
de las FARC no atacar a las Fuerzas Armadas 
de los paises vecinos”, dijo el grupo rebelde en 
un comunicado. 

La organizacion guerrillera denuncio lo que 
denomino una “politica inexplicablemente 
agresiva” en su contra por parte de las 
autoridades de Panama en conjunto con las 
Fuerzas Militares de Colombia que incluye 
ofertas de recompensas por comandantes 
rebeldes, asi como capturas y ataques a sus 


combatientes. 

“Es posible que el Gobierno (de Panama) 
ignore que la Guardia en la frontera desarrolla 
patrullajes conjuntos con el Ejercito de 
Colombia”, declararon las FARC a traves de la 
agencia Anncol www.anncol.eu. 

El grupo rebelde afirmo que las tropas de 
Panama y de Colombia mantienen una estrecha 
relacion con militares de Estados Unidos 
acantonados en una base de la zona. Las FARC 
son la mayor guerrilla izquierdista del pais 
sudamericano y dicen luchar por imponer un 
sistema socialista en esa nacion de 44 millones 
de habitantes con marcadas diferencias entre 
ricos y pobres. 

El presidente de Colombia, Alvaro Uribe, 
con el apoyo de Estados Unidos, impulsa una 
ofensiva contra el grupo rebelde al que obligo 
a replegarse a apartadas zonas montanosas y 
selvaticas. 

Colombia y Panama comparten una frontera 
terrestre de 266 kilometros en medio de una 
region estrategica para el trafico de drogas y 
de armas, de acuerdo con fuentes de seguridad. 
Las FARC son consideradas como una 
organizacion terrorista por Estados Unidos y la 
Union Europea y Colombia la acusa de obtener 
millonarios recursos del narcotrafico. □

lx presidente Kirchner deja 
cuidados intensivos 

BUENOS AIRES (Reuters) - El ex presidente de Argentina 
Nestor Kirchner, considerado el politico mas influyente 
del pais, continua evolucionando favorablemente y salio 
de la sala de cuidados intensivos tras una cirugia por una 
afeccion arterial, informo el martes su medico personal. 
Kirchner, quien ahora es diputado y tiene una gran 
influencia en el Gobiemo de su esposa, la presidenta Cristina 
Fernandez, fue sometido hace dos dias a una operacion de 
urgencia por una patologia de su arteria carotida derecha 
tras sufrir trastomos de movilidad en un brazo. 

“Paso de cuidados intensivos a cuidados generales. Su 
evolucion sigue siendo favorable”, dijo en una nota el 
medico personal de Kirchner, Luis Buonomo. 

“Lo han pasado a sala general, esta muy bien. Hay Kirchner 
para rato. Lo digo con mucha alegria, no solamente 
obviamente por ser su companera de toda la vida, sino 
porque me enorgullece como marido pero me enorgullece 
mucho como militante, como dirigente politico”, dijo por 
su parte la presidenta Fernandez en un acto en la sede del 
Gobiemo. 

Kirchner, de 59 anos, gobemo Argentina entre el 2003 y 
el 2007, cuando fue sucedido por su esposa. Los Kirchner 
son llamados en Argentina “el matrimonio presidencial” 
debido a que toman las decisiones en conjunto y a su 
militancia politica compartida.Q 
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Presidente Uribe tiene poco margen 
para reeleccion en Colombia 


BOGOTA (Reuters) - El presidente de 
Colombia, Alvaro Uribe, solo tiene un 
margen estrecho para buscar su segunda 
reeleccion inmediata, debido a que 
en cinco semanas se debe cumplir el 
complicado proceso que le permitiria 
presentar su candidatura, dijo la maxima 
autoridad electoral del pais. 

El registrador nacional, Carlos Ariel 
Sanchez, aseguro que los candidatos a la 
presidencia tienen plazo para inscribirse 
hasta el 12 de marzo y quien no lo 
haga quedara por fuera de la contienda 
electoral, salvo que el Congreso 
modifique las normas vigentes.

el funcionario en una entrevista con 
Reuters el lunes al final de la tarde. 
“Con las normas vigentes estan los 
terminos cada vez mas apretados, si no 
se cambian las normas son los terminos 
excesivamente apretados”, aseguro 
Sanchez al reconocer la dificultad 
que enfrenta el presidente para ser 
candidate.
